Such an objective presupposes the decisive de- 
feat of the French military establishment be- 
tween Paris and the present front, the perma- 
nent immobilization of the British on their line 
between the Somme and the sea, and the failure 
of the Americans to arrive in. numbers, and in 
condition to change the situation by restoring to 
the allies that superiority in numbers possessed 
by them up to the moment the collapse of Russia 
gave Germany a free hand in the west. 


Hope to Bombard Paris. 


But, recognizing the apparent soundness of the 
French appraisal of German purpose, it is essen- 
tial to point out at the outset that it is hardly 
likely that the Germans will henceforth occupy 


all their time and effort upon the front, which we 


may now call the Prussian front; on the con- 
trary, we are almost certain to see others blows, 
like that which was struck in Flanders on April 9, 
designed to hold allied forces away from the main 
field of action and to achieve local successes which 
might contribute materially to the general weak- 
ening of allied morale. 

Now, roughly speaking, the situation as it ex- 
isted when the German attacked last Sunday was 
His immediate objective was the high 
ground just in front of him, south of Noyon and 
Lassigny, the last considerable elevation between 
himself and Paris. But his ultimate objective was 
the bank of the Oise, where the northern roads 

cross that stream north and south of Compeigne. 
I he could force a crossingk of the Oise between 
Compeigny and Creil, then the French center 
would have to retire, not merely out of all the 
high ground between the Oise and the Aisne, but 
out of the wooded ground about Compeigne, south 
of the Aisne, which extends along the north bank 
of the Nonette about Senlis and offers the last, 
but one, of the natural obstacles to an invader ap- 
proaching Paris from the north.

Why the Irish, Who Went Into the 
Struggle With No Less Enthu- 
siasm Than England, Have Quit 
Cold Explained in a Way That 
Americans: Can Understand by 
Noted Publicist and Writer. 


This is the first of two articles on this 
_subject that Mr. O’Connor has written 
for the Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World.

: ie get Irela:-d back into the war: ta. get some 


more of her gallant sons to join in fight- 

| ing for the freedom of the world: that is 
| the problem which confronts today the.statesman- 
‘ship of the allied countries. Let me see if I can 
| find a way out of this now. difficult-and compli- 
| cated problem. 

And, first, let us:see why it is that Ireland is 
‘out of the war; for if we discover the reason we 
/may find the®way for solving the problem. §Ire- 
land was not always out of the war. This is a 
central fact of the situation which is constantly 
“lost sight of; and perhaps in-some circles in 
| America almost as much as in’ England. Mr. 
‘Redmond was the very first man, following on 
the speech of Sir Edward Grey, in August, 1914, 
'to pledge the adhesion of Ireland to England in 
| this war, on the ground that England was fight- 
| ing the battle of freedom and that Ireland could 
| not take any other side but,that of freedom. 
|'That declaration of Mr. Redmond, coming sud- 
denly, made without consulting Irish opinon, with- 
out consultation even with Mr. Redmond’s chief 
‘colleagues, who were absent in Ireland, was, nev- 
-ertheless, accepted by Ireland with enthusiasm; 
‘and the enthusiasm translated itself into acts as 
| rapidly as in England. Thousands of our young 
_men rushed to the training camps—and they went 
| ‘there accompanied by their local leaders, by their 
by bands, by processions. 
'The Irish in Great Britain—an important section 
‘of the Irish race often forgotten, though they 
number nearly two millions and a half of pgople 
and are fourth of the entire population in the two 
'great cities of Liverpool and Glasgow—acted with 
even greater promptitude, and, long before con- 
scription was enacted in Great Britain, had sent 
|/100,000 men to the army. With Ireland’s 175,- 
000 men, this made a total of 275,000 Irishmen 
from the British Isles. 


A further and even more astonishing symptom 
of Ireland’s change of heart was that “God Save 
‘the King”—banished from every Irish Nationalist 
| gathering for more than a century because it was 
regarded as a sign of submission to the denial 
_to Ireland of her right of self-zovernment—was 
sung at Irish Nationalist gatherings; I myself 
presided at a meeting of Irish Nationalists in 
'London where it was sung for the first time in 
the history of the race. 

; Why did the Irish thus rally to the army? 
There was, first, the sense that England was on 
the side of freedom; then came the horrors of 
Belgium; then sympathy with France; then the 
instinctive hatred of everything like German mil- 
itarism in Irish hearts. I may give as an amus-

‘ing instance of that later feeling that several 


shops were broken into, mobbed and destroyed in 
Dublin, in the belief that they belonged to Ger- 
mans; as a matter of fact, they were run by Rus- 
sian Jews. But the overmastering motive un- 
doubtedly was that in fighting for the freedom of 
Europe they might have felt they were fighting 
for the freedom of Ireland. 


Beginnings of the Disillusion. 


When did this spirit receive its first blow? 
Undoubtedly in the six weeks that were al- 
lowed by the Asquith administration to inter- 


vene between the passage of the home-rule bill ( 
|through all its stages in the Legislature and its 
final placing on the statute book by the signature 


of the King. Those, like myself, who went 
through those hateful and fatal six weeks are un- 
likely to forget the sorrowful experience. Day 
after day Redmond pleaded that this last small, 


'almost formal step, should be taken, so that Ire- 


land might be assured of its character of: free- 
dom; he pleaded in vain. Sir Edward Carson, 
the Orange leader, who had made all the prepara-

rule. The Cabinet had admitted Lord Kitchener 
into its ranks at the beginning of the war, and 
that obstinate pipeclay Tory soldier ‘ opposed 
home rule, and so, weeks stretched on and on, 
until, at the end of the sixth week, the bill re- 
ceived the royal signature. I have always held 
that the Constitutional Party never quite caught 
up with the six weeks of fatal delay.

f The Factors of the Rebellion. j 


For during these six weeks all the extremists, 
both in Ireland and in this country, had been at 
work in a soil made fruitful for them again by 
Sir Edward Carson. The spectacle of rebellion, 
organized for years in Ulster, openly, defiantly, 
without any hindrance, with arms brought in from 
Germany, against the law, with officers recruited 
from the British army aweing Parliament, had 
produced the profound and natural conviction in 
Ireland that the gun, after all, was the most 
trustworthy weapon for deciding the wavering 
mind of. England. The Nationalist volunteer 
movement, springing, as it were, from the ground 
in a night, burst into full life, and more than 100,- 
000 national volunteers were organized to defend 
the threatened liberties of Ireland. Thus, for 
the first time since 1867, the old gospel of the 
revolutionary instead of the constitutional meth- 
ods began‘to haunt the Irish mind; the work of 
O’Connell, of Butt, of Parnell, of Redmond—and 
equally, it must be added, the work of Gladstone, 
Morley and the other leaders of liberal thought 
in England—was largely undone, and rebellion 
became the obsession of many of the young minds 
of the country. This delay of six weeks in giving 
to Ireland the victory she had won after nearly 
50 years of constitutional effort thus fell on 
ground already well prepared for other than con- 
stitutional methods. One further factor acted 
like a spark on this powder magazine of resent- 
ment and disappointment. A number of officers 
in the Curragh Camp, Ireland’s great military 
center—led by Gen. Gough, a name painfully fa- 
miliar in the last few weeks—organized a mutiny 
against home rule; and this audacious attempt to 
reduce orderly, law-abiding and constitutional En- 
gland to the level of the old Spanish republic and 
the pronunciamento—created as intense resent- 
ment in England among the working classes and 
all Liberals as in Ireland; but the rebellious off!- 
cers were allowed to retire not only without pun- 
ishment, but with the honors of war. It is scarce- 
ly necessary to say that the officers were adher- 
ents of Sir Edward Carson. It is no wonder, 
under the influence of such events, that the Irish 
youths whispered under their breath, “The gun!

And yet, curiously enough, in spite of these 
precautions and in spite of the active work of 
the extremists in Ireland and.in America, there 
was little apparent sign of any change of heart 
in Ireland. Recruiting still went on; the Irish 
regiments were undergoing rapid training in 
the different camps, and they were being turned 
into robust and skilful soldiers. But with stupid- 
ity even the gods fight in vain—and stupidity, 
though it may be removed from some of the high 
places in England, always 
from its dark recesses whenever any popular 
movement has to be stabbed. le Ministers 
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change, the bureaucrat remains; and in no place 
was bureacracy so proudly and powerfully en- 
throned as in the War Office. Unfortunately, too, 
the War Office had then at its head one of the 
most stubborn and most powerful reactionaries 
in the British empire—Lord Kitchener. He was 
surrounded by officers of the army whose spirit 
was the same as his own and who embodied all 
the arrogance, narrowness, hatred of popular 
causes and suspicion of Ireland which constitute 
the same kipd of menace to the security of the 
British empire as junkers who threaten the future 
of Germany. Lord Kitchener did not take long to 
give notice of the spirit in which Ireland was to 
be received. Redmond, Dillon and Devlin went to 
him a day or two after the declaration of war, 
offered to him 100,000 of the Nationalist volun- 
teers and asked him to equip and train them. 
They were first to be used for home defense only; 
but who can doubt that, once these men had 
donned the khaki, 70 per cent of them would 
have gone to the war? Lord Kitchener blankly 
refused. He, indeed, made an answer which de- 
serves to take foremost place in the greatest stu- 
pidities of the world’s history. 

“Give me 3000 from Ireland,” said Lord Kitch- 
ener, “and I will say ‘Thank you!’ Give me 6000, 
and I will say, ‘Well done!’” 

I may add as a pendant to this memorable say- 
ing that when Mr. Dillon, who has been 50 years in 
Irish political life, ventured to say that he knew 
Ireland better than Lord Kitchener, that distin- 
guished soldier turned on him his basilisk eye 
and said that he knew Ifeland very well. 
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The Last Provocation. 
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Not the most active, the most venomous ser-

No one knows better than you that our present 
transportation resources are inadequate to main-

war production the railroad system of the coun-

and the productive capacity that can be devoted 
to the construction of railroad equipment, the 
railroad system alone will not be adequate during 
the war. As a matter of fact, the railroads alone 
ean never catch up with the ordinary transpor- 
tation needs of this country. We cannot expect 
to do more under the best conditions than ap- 
proach our war needs.

On account of the shortage of cars and motive 
power, there was a shortage of coal’ when a 


every hour of productive activity was of immeas- 
urable value in the desperate race to construct 
ships, manufacture munitions of war and to get 
them to the front, the factories were idle, the 
railroad yards were congested; war work waited 
for the inadequate railroads to catch up with war 
business. 

Under the persistent and consistent policy of 
the private interests that controlled the railroads, 
there was built up a system of transportation 
which tended to move all the freight in one di- 
rection to a few favored destinations. The trans- 
portation system was like a huge bottle with a 
small neck, all of the lines converging to a nar- 
row strip of coast line in the northeastern part 
of the country. Trunk lines were paralleled to 
the Northeast, because traffic was forced in that 
direction. Other utilities, river and rail, were 
largely neglected. 

The result of this policy was that, when the 
pressing demand of war industry came, there 
was a congestion of industries, a congestion of 
transportation in the Northeast. The war indus- 
tries in the East/suffered from lack of coal, lack 
of labor, lack of raw material, lack of housing 
accommodation, because the railroads were unable

On the authority of two Goy- 
ernment engineers, Major-General W. M. Black 
and Brigadier-General Charles Keller, it guaran- 
tees an eight-foot channel during most of the 
year. Interruptions of traffic are slight—slight- 
er as we will show by competent authority, than 
these of railroad traffic. 

The barge service it recommends, which can 
be provided at an expenditure of $7,350,000, 
would carry 1,080,000 dead weight tons of freight 

and would return net earnings of $1,526,000, or 
18 per cent on the investment. This would re- 
lease about 20,000 freight cars.

River Commission and division engineer of the | 
Western Division of the United States River and | 
Harbor Works, directly and completely refutes. 
the assertion of the railroad committee with re- 
gard to the channel. He proves from the records | 
that the aggregate time between the reports of | 
deficiency depth and the securing of over eight 
feet between St. Louis and Cairo has averaged less | 
than 30 days a year; and of securing over 7 feet | 
has averaged less than 12 days a year for five | 
consecutive years. This means at the worst an | 
eight-foot channel for more than 11 months a/| 
year and over 7 feet for all of the year except 12 | 
days. 

He proves from the records that in 14 years | 
there have been only eight occasions when an. 
8-foot continuous channel was lacking, and only | 
21 days when the channel was less than 9 feet 
between Cairo and New Orleans. Gen. Bixby’s | 
statement ends with this pertinent paragraph: 

The above statement of facts shows that 
an 8-foot channel from St. Louis to Cairo and 
9 feet from Cairo to New Orleans is practi-

ON LYING AND BEING FOUND OUT. 
T puzzles one to make out the purpose of the Ger- 
man Government in deceiving the German people 
in things which are bound to come out. Thus, 
there is no such thing as Foch reserve on Tuesday, 
and on Wednesday it falis en the German advance at 
an exposed front and squashes it flat. There are 
some things in this life in which the degrees of evil 
are so finely shaded that only Satan himself could 
say which is the greater.

arbitration to be composed of one 
member of the association, one exéc-

The agreement $s to run indeter- 
minately and may be abrogated only 
by six months’ notice on the part of 
either party. The company agrees 
_to discharge no association member 
without just cause and the associa- 
tion undertakes to furnish employes 
upon need of the company.

Allies Accept Battle. 

But the allies have put a price 
upon Paris. In a word, they have 
decided that ‘Paris is worth so much 
to the allied cause that it must be 
defende# to the limit. And _ this 
means that the allies will oppose 
their main strength to German ad- 
vance between the present front and 
the French capital. They have ac- 
cepted the gage of battle and ob- 
viously intend to make a supreme ef- 
fort to hold the city. ‘ 

This decision recalls the Verdun 
episode. At the outset the French 
had the choice between evacuating 
the hill east of the Meuse 
cepting battle in the restricted terri- 
‘tory between the Duaumont Plateau 
and the east bank of the river. They 
chose the latter alternative and Ver- 
dun became ‘a decisive battle cons 
tinued over six months, during which 
time the Germans endeavored to de- 
stroy French military power by an- 
| nihilating the divisions and corps 
' which were steadily poured into the 
| furnace. They failed. Verdun was 
| saved. And the German defeat was 
| complete. Now the allies are accept- 
_ing the battle once more. wita&in fix- 
|'ed limits, with their backs this time 
to Paris, not to any river. Meantime 
‘the Germans are following the Ver- 
dun parallel, attacking first on the 
right wing and then on the left, as 
they attacked first at Dead Man’s 
Hill and then about Fort Deveaux 
in the second phase of the Lorraine 
campaiga. 

' The present offensive, begun on 
|last Sunday, is the third step in the 
campaign for Paris. The first was 
the March 21 offensive from S&t. 
Quentin: The second was the May 
27 attack from Laon. This third at- 
tack, on the Montdidier-Noyon 
front, is an effort to open the north- 
ern roads to Paris which come down 
fram Belgium through St. Quentin 
and Amiens, first to the important 
railway and highway junction of 
Estres-St. Denis, and then to the 
crossing of the Oise at Creil, Pont 
Ste. Maxence and about Compeigne.

Libels on the Red Cross. 

A campaign of mischievous rumors 
against the Red Cross is still under 
way in spite of the circumstantial 
disproof that has been given the 
falsehoods through the _ society’s 
agents everywhere. New rumors, 
new slanders upon Red Cross work 
and Red Cross officials, are put out 
simultaneously in widely separated 
parts of the country in a way that 
proves preconcertment and _  direc- 
tion. All these fabrications are de- 
signed ta discourage loyal citizens 
from giving money or service to the 
work of the society. That is the 
purpose of the lies about Red Cross 
sweaters sold by department stores: 
about enormous salaries paid to Red 
Cross officials, who are ‘really work- 
ing without salary; about Red Cross 
sweaters being used at the front to 
“pack guns in;” about the contribut- 
ed knitted goods being unraveled 
abroad by peasants who wanted the 
yarn, not the manufactured article, 
etc., endlessly. A list of-such false 
reports, with their refutations, would 
require a pamphlet by themselves. 
The same is true of the libels upon 
the Food Administration that aim to 
arouse hostility to the Government’s 
measures of food conservation. Both 
campaigns have been unsuccessful. 
The loyal support of the work of the 
Red Cross and of the Food Admin- 
istration has been one of the most 


at war in the eyes of our allies. Ger- 
man propaganda here has wholly 
failed, as it has failed against the 
Liberty loans. 


Libels on the War Department. 


A similar drive against the work 
of the War Department has been 
more successful, probably because 
our unhappy experiences in the days 
of the Spanish-American War pre- 
pared the public mind. A great many 
people still believe the story that 
200,000 coffins were sent to France 
when ship tonnage was needed for 
munitions, although no coffins tvere 
sent. The stories about “wooden 
guns” still circulate, although the 
Ordnance Bureau has armed our 
troops with the best rifle on the bat- 
tle line, has provided 1,500,000 rifles 
of all sorts for traming camps and 
field forces, and is now producing 
the new rifle at the rate of 50,000 a 
week. Alarming reports continue 
about the shortage of American ma- 
chine guns and heavy ordnance 
among our men at the front, al- 
though they are abundantly supplied 
with French machine guns and heavy 
ordnance,

were slain in battle. These rumors are 
now at rest. Others, equally unture, 
are afoot, such as the shocking one 
that the men in training have been 
given bayonets so defective that they 
double when they are stuck into the 
practice dummies. Such a story ig 
incredible @nough. More incredible 
is the fact that loyal citizens believe 
and repeat it.

Neither Expenditure Required. 

The Inland and Coastwise Water- 
ways Committee contemplates neith- 
er expenditure in instituting the river 
traffic.

Peyton's committee admits that 
such a volume of traffic as is fore- 
seen by the proponents of this en- 
terprise is possible, but only by ac- 
tion of the Government in forcing 
trade down the river to the gulf.

The only other course open to the

In asking the House to concur in 
the Senate amendment to the naval 
appropriations bill, increasing the 
navy’s enlisted personnel from 87,- 
000 to 131,485 men, Daniels trans- 
mitted letters front Admira] Benson, 
chief of naval operations, and Rear 
Admiral Palmer, chief of the E.a- 
reau of Navigation, showing in de- 
tail why this increase is necessary. 

The correspondence revealed thet 
new warships .are being turned out 
faster than they can be manned wigh 


the present limited personnel, and 
that should there befa change in 
naval taetics and the nation be 


forced to a defensive instead of an 
offensive fight, the navy. would be 
seriously handicapped in handling 
the fleet against an enemy. 

Admiral Palmer said in his letrcr 
that a shortage of officers of higher 
grade should be made up, pointirs 
out that American destroyers. now 
are operating in the war zone with- 
out a designated commander otner 
than the British ° officer, Admiral 
Bayley. The submarine chaser force 
in foreign waters is commanded by a 
Captain, the Admiral said, whereas 
there should be at least one Rear 
Admiral, and preferably two, for 
this force. 

No Flag Officer for Cruisers. 

The two American divisions of ar- 
mored cruisers also are without a 
flag officer, and there is no flag of- 
ficer for the division of superdread- 
noughts which will be added to the 
navy within a year. Admiral Palmer 
also pointed out that the Admirals 
and Vice Admirals in command of 
American fleets should have Rear 
Admirals as chiefs of staff. 

“Merely to man our fleet prop- 
erly and to make our war organiza- 
tion efficient,’’ Admiral Palmer's 
letter said, ‘“‘we must have imme- 
diately 27 additional rear admirals, 
and by July 1, 1919, six more, in ad- 
dition to those we have now.” 

Admiral Palmer said that specifi- 
cally 42,146 men will be needed to 
man the warships which will be 


turned out during the next fiscal 
year ending July 1, 1919. This force 
he divided as follows: For battle- 


ships, 4400; destroyers, 29,992; pa- 
trol boats, 5400; sea-going tugs, 
3705; submarines, @1026; fleet fuel 
ships, .1070; gunboats, ammunition 
ships, etc., 553.

Senator Hiram Johnson has rendered 
many notable services to the public 
and among them is his recent speech 
concerning the cruel injustice with 
which Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood has 
been treated and the very grave dam- 
age thereby done the army and the 
allied cause at this critical moment 
of the war. 

Gen. Wood's entire offense consists 
in his having, before the war, con- 
tinually advocated our doing things 
which now every one in his senses 
admits ought to have been done. 
Nine tenths of wisdom consists of 
being wise in time. 

Gen. Wood was wise in time. More- 
over, by 20 years of hard, practical 
work, he fitted himself to do peculi- 
arly well in this very crisis. He was 
our senior general in rank. He was 
recognized by the best French and 
English military authorities as by 
experience trained to play an imme- 
diate and important part in the diffi- 
cult and perilous joint work of the 
war. He had testified at length and 
with exhaustive professional knowl-

He is to be credited with the only 
piece of serious military prepared- 
ness in advance, which is to our 
credit. In the. service of 1915, in 
the teeth of indifference and hostili- 
ty from superiors, he created Platts- 
burg Officers’ Reserve Training 
Camp, starting the system of training 
camps which: has enabled us to offi- 
cer our draft army. 

He is in splendid physical condi- 
tion, Recently when in France he 
was severely wounded by a shell 
burst, and the surgeons reported his 
recovery as being more rapid than 
would have been the case with the 
average young man of robust bodily 
health and vigor. He has done ex- 
cellent work in training his men at 
Camp Funston. He has been u®@- 
wearied in looking after the health 
and welfare of his men. He has 
been rewarded by their loyal devo- 
tion; they have been profoundly 
grieved and moved by having him 
suddenly taken from them. 

The refusal to use his great ability 
and energy means a distinct sub- 
traction from the sum total of our 
military efficiency, a distinct addi- 
tion to the risk from disease and 
discomfort which some of our men at 
the front will have to incur, and a 
distinct benefit to the cause of Ger- 
many.

MINERS TO MEET TOMORROW 


OUT PLANS FOR 
NEW U. S. ARMY 


WASHINGTON, June 15.— 
The commander of the first Amer- 
ican corp’ in France, Major-General 
Hunter Liggett, has behind him the 
conventional and creditable service 
record—the West, the Spanish War, 
the Philippines, the Texas border. 

His share in 1898 was to help to 
improvise a volunteer army; his 
duties in the Adjutant-General’s of- 
fice gave him no chance at the Span- 
iards. In 1899 he went to Cuba with 
the army of occupation, promptly 
contracted typhoid and was invalide- 
ed home—one of the disappoint- 
ments of his life. He made up for 
it, however, in the Philippines. 

His rapid promotion has been 
Ghiefly earned by his work under 
Wood and Withefspoon in building 
up the war college. The army gives 
him a great share of the credit for 
its effectiveness. He had charge of 
collecting the data in advance for a 
Mexican campaign. In Texas his 
ability to make soldiers in a hurry 
again asserted itself. His command 
was the Fourth Brigade, and he 
worked the men without mercy. 

“He’s a bug on intrenching,” it 
was said of him. Certainly the 
brigade at intrenchment practice dug 
up a good share of that part of the 
Lone Star State, until they could 
“go to ground” faster than any 
rivals. ~ 

Gen. Liggett is one of the young- 
est officers of his rank, being 61 
years old. He has been one of the 
keenest and most eager students of 
the military’ lessons taught in Bel- 
gium and France. Possibly that ex- 
plains his zeal for intrenchment pro- 
ficiency. 

Personally he is said to be about 
the quietest and most retiring of the 


Pa.. 
1879. 

When Gen. Pershing’s men got to 
France Gen. Liggett was promptly 
picked out by Gen. Pershing as an 
officer capable of big things. When 
the Americans took over a “‘division- 
al frontage” Gen. Liggett was placed 
in command. 

It was assumed from this-he would 
command the first corps, a forecast 
now confirmed. It is reported that 
instead of a single corps, he will 
have an “army” of two corps of 
three divisions each, approximately 
200,000 men. Gen. — is under- 
stood to have worked out the whole 
plan of reorganizing the army on the 
American entrance into the war to 
make it properly dovetail into the 
French and British schemes of the 
organization. This work in the war 
college eminently fitted him for this 
task and the manner in which it 
was wrought has gained the admira- 
tion of military experts the world 
over.

He Says Germans Do Not Like to 
Have Hindus for Their 
Foe. 

Col. J..S. Wardlow Milne of the 
India Defense Force of the British 
Army will speak téeday in the First 
Presbyterian Church, Washington av- 
enue and Sarah street, and before 
the City Club at noon tomorrow.

The German agents, he said, found 
that the, Indian peoples ¢ould not be 
swerved from their loyalty to the 
British Empire.

Representatives of War 
Board Failed in Efforts to 
Bring Employers and Em- 
ployes Together.

~~ after ineffectual efforts to bring em- 


ployers and striking employes to- 
gether with a view to ending strikes 
in this’ city. ; 

They came here at the request of 
labor union officials and had two 
conferences with the St. Louis Joint 
Committee of the War Labor Board, 
composed of three representatives of 
employers and three of labor. They 
endeavored to arrange conferences 
of employers and strikers, but failed, 
owing to the refusal of employers 
to comply with the War Labor 
Board’s request that they appear for 
hearings on the situation at their 
plants. — 

Before departing for Chicago 
Olander said he would make a full 
report of the St. Louis strike sit- 
uation to the War Labor Board and 
expressed a hope for some action 
that will end industrial disputes in 
this city. He was disappointed over 
the employers’ ignoring the War 
Board’s local committee, as he be- 
lieved the committee could end the 
trouble in this city if given an op- 
portunity. 


Sought to End Wagner Strike. 
Olander and Michael had hoped 
to conduct a hearing of the Wag- 


‘mer Electric Manufacturing Co.'s 


strike of employes, where union men 
say 2000 men and women have been 
out since March 30, but officials of 
the company declined to appear be- 
fore the committee. Olander then 
insisted that the union representa- 
tives of the Wagner employes be al- 
lowed to pfesent their side of the 
case. 

Before proceeding with the hear- 
ing Olander and Michael called on 
Judge Trieber of the United States 
District Court Friday to inquire if a 
hearing of the Wagner case. would 
interfere with an injunction proceed- 
ing in that court, in which the com- 
pany sought to enjoin the strikers 
the plant. Judge 
Trieber assured them that they could 
legaily proceed and expressed the 
hope that they would settle the strike 
out of court. 


‘oc ‘The strikers then were permitted 


to present their case and it will be 
laid before the War Labor Board at 
Washington. Union leaders repre- 
senting garment workers in this city, 
who are demanding increased wages 
and improved working conditions, 
and representatives of striking work- 
men of barber supply companies, 
also requested hearings by the local 
committee. The employers in these 
cases also have refused to appear 


_ befqre the Joint St. Louis committee. 


Situation Unchanged. 

Michael declined to make a state- 
ment for publication before leaving, 
but it was learned that he called on 
several employers affected by labor 
trouble and discussed the situation. 

The situation is about the “same 
now as before Michael and Olander 
came. The local committe will con- 
tinue to meet from time to time in 
the hope that a method of adjust- 
ment satisfactory to both sides will 
be found. 

Judge Trieber yesterday granted a 


* temporary injunction restraining the 


strikers at the Wagner plant from 
the use of abusive and violent lan- 
guage and from interference with the 


work of employes who did not join 


them in the strike. The injunction 
was granted on motion of the com- 
pany. A previous restraining order 
of the same nature was granted by 
Judge Dyer on, May 2. 

W. A. Layman, president of the 
company, testified that the injury 
to the company before the first re- 
straining order was issued was enor- 
mous, in that the strikers intimi- 
dated all but 700 or 3000 employes 
into joining their ranks. After the 
first order was issued, he testified 
the number of workers who returned 
to work increased the force to its 
normal condition and the company 
is now able to produce Government 
munition orders at 100 per cent ef- 
ficiency.

The other morning there were 
women and a few men waiting who 
had been waiting since the afternoon 
before. . They had sat on a pile 


of lumber under the open sky all 
the night through. One of the wom- 
en carried a baby, a five months old 
baby, in her arms. 
There was a little stoop shouldered 
woman, gray haired and black 
garbed, her back bent.not so much 
with age as by some too confining 
occupation. She had remained un- 
til after midnight the night before, 
when they told her theré would be 
no more trains until morning; had 
been persuaded to go home, and 
when awakened by what she thought 
might be the whistle of a troop train 
at five that morning had hurried 
back to the tracks without break- 
fast. 
Three trains stopped on _ the 
tracks that morning. Each time the 
little old lady would walk slowly the 
length of the several coaches, search- 
ing the windows, all of which were 
crowded with the wriggling, jostling 
shoulders and heads of soldiers com- 
peting for the most advantageous 
place position for surveying the 
scene outside.‘ Then she would walk 
back again the length of the train, 
more slowly, giving each window a 
more careful searching, the boys 
having quieted down a bit now. Many 
youths held out their hands to her 
and she would reach up to them ab- 
sently. She didn’t ask questions, for 
she knew the information she de- 
sired—as to where the men were 
from and what division they might 
be—they would not be permitted to 
give. Then she would go back to 
the lumber pile to wait for the next 
train which, rumor said, was stand- 
ing even now only a few miles out on 
the tracks. Near noontime somebody 
said to her, “Won't you come now 
and get something to eat at a res- 
taurant?” “No,” she replied, “I am 
afraid I might miss that next train.” 
The face she searched for, cne 
hand she sought to clasp, were those 
of her youngest son, whom she had 
not seen since he enlisted months 
ago and was sent to a training camp 
in California. This little glimpse

A yards for the safety of those persistent ones, mostly women, who 
have been braving the jungle of railroad tracks, each to catch 
a glimpse of some particular soldier on a troop train passing through. 

Women 
and children do not swarm over the tracks and weave in and out among 
moving trains as they did, and the guards can handle the situation more 
effectually.

Do 
you blame her for making the ef- 
fort? 

T is on account of mothers such 
] as this, and fathers, wives, sweet- 

hearts just as plucky, that Uncle 
Sam is suspected of having rather 
winked at instances of disregard of 
one of his orders. A soldier* may 
not notify his family when he is 
passing through St. Louis. He may 
not even know his route or destina- 
tion himself. The train may be pro- 
ceeding under sealed orders. Yet 
relatives do, somehow, sometimes ¢2t 
“hunches.” And when a soldier’s 
whole family and his best girl and 
some of his neighbors just accident- 
ally happen to be strolling throuzh 
the Terminal yards when unexpect- 
edly a train pulls in, upon which, lo 
and behold, there is the one sold‘er 
in which they all are most interest- 
ed, why, the soldier isn’t always 
courtmartialed. At least I have not 
heard that he is. 

There were several other mothers 
and fathers, one mother accom- 
panied by five daughters; a war 
bride whose husband is an officer 
and who is well known, and other 
relatives who had been waiting, wait- 
ing, all with anxious looks upon their 
faces, for of course “hunches” at best 
are inweffhite. The women who had 
remained there all night could be 
identified by their disheveled hair 
and absence of hats. The mother with 
five daughters was among these. 

But while some of these cases tcre 
at your heart strings, there were och- 
ers which made you hope there may 
be truth in the rumor that Uncle 
Sam, when he gets around to it, is 
going to issue a new and more rigid 
order against people meeting troop 
trains. 

The woman with the 5-months-old 
baby was not waiting for the baby’s 
father, if, sympathetically, you have 
been indulging in that fancy. She 
was waiting for the baby’s uncle. 
His Uncle Georgie never had seen 
this ickle bit a darlm’ sweetness and 
he des couldn’t go over and get that 
bad old Kaiser without first seeing 
this baby! 

Not enough garments nor warm 
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SEARCHING FoR JUST OME SOLDIER 
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enough ones had been provided for 
such a cold night and long wait, and 
a pacifier which he occasionally spat 
outgipon the ground was pretty poor 
provender between uncertain meals 
brought by any chance member of 
the waiting party who might be go- 
tng over to the station and back and 
who would take along the nursing 
bottle. 

As the sun grew hotter and hotter 
toward noon the baby drooped like 
a heavy, wilted flower over its moth- 
er’s arm. Still, do you know, that 
baby did not complain much? He 
slept most of the time. Once a sol- 
dier reached out and demanded to 
take him in his arms, saying he had 
one at home just like him. Aroused 
at the suddenness of being bounced 
high in the infantryman’s strong 
arms, the baby blinked a time or too 
and then actually smiled. 

ND there were other victims of 
A that emotionalism, excused in 
the name of patriotism. to which this 
infant was almost a martyr. A 
young person in the black and white 
plaid taffeta skirt pinned high under 
her arms, the striped stockings, the 
tinted georgette waist, the fur col- 
lar and the wad of gum, refreshingly 
true to type in every detail, evidently 
had chosen entertaining the soldiers 
as her “‘bit.”’ 

There are clubs and leagues of 
girls and women organized to ex- 
fénd hospitality to the soldiers. 
There is a Y. M. C. A. committee 
which meets every troop train. But 
this young woman’s work was entire- 
ly independent, and I doubt if any 
large committee ever dispensed a 
more generous amount of hospital- 
ity than she did, single handed, and 
in so short a time. 

When one train pulled out she lin- 
gered in the embrace of a Sergeant 
until he almost had to fli... her 
from the platform. And the second 
train had barely slowed down to a 
standstill when she was in the arms 
of a corporal who hopped off to take 
his place as guard. Absolutely in- 
different to the hoots and jeers of 
the noisy audience at the windows, 
who were not allowed to get off, and 
over whom the corporal seemed to 
delight in flaunting his advantage, 
the two promenaded up and down, 
their arms tightly entwined about 
one another, except when they 
stopped to exchange names and ad- 
dresses which they wrote on tablets 
they seemed to keep for the purpose. 

And it didn’t seem brazen effron- 
tery on the part of the girl so much 
as-intentness upon the task she had 
in hand.

PRESIDENT'S SPEECH TO BE 
MEXICO PROPAGANDA BASIS 


Chamber of Commerce Will Circu- 
late 50,000 Copies of Address to 
Editors in That Country. 

Propaganda work in Mexico is be- 
ing taken u» by the Foreign Trade 
Bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Translations of President 
Wilson’s address to Mexican editors 
are being made for use across the 
border, 50,000 copies of them to be 
mailed to representative firms all 
over Mexico, commercial organiza- 
tions, consular agents, and heads of 
city and state governments. 

“The policy of the United States 
-toward Mexico is made plain by the 
President,” said F. Ernest Cramer, 
chairman of the Foreign Trade Bu- 
reau of the Chamber of Commerce. 
“Tf that speech is properly circulated 
in Mexico it will change very greatly 
the attitude of the people of the Re- 
public to the south. It shows that 
the American policy toward Mexi- 
co is based on trust and friendship, 
and gives just cause for the sending 


of troops ee Rio Grande. All 
MM 
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of these are things the Mexican peo- 
ple have questioned. We know this 
from reports made to the Bureau 
from agents who have surveyed the 
Mexican: field. 

“There is no city in the United 
States to which the best of Mexican 
relations are as highly important and 
necessary as St. Louis. This city 
does a big Mexican business, and it 
is growing rapidly. For that reason, 
as well as for the primary object of 
patriotism, the dissemination of the 
President’s speech in Mexico is be- 
ing attempted by the Chamber of 
Commerce.”

Resolutions Also Condemn Prac- 


tice of Operators Who Fail 
to Clean Coal Properly. 


Resolutions were adopted at the 
twenty-ninth annual convention of 
the Traveiers Protective Association, 
which ended at the American Hotel 
Friday after a three-day _ session, 
commending the Government plans 
to improve waterways, to aid coal 
distribution and condemning the 
practice of operators who fail prop- 


erly to clean coal before shipment. 


The Resolution Committee, in re- 
porting the resolution recommended 
that unless these conditions are com- 
plied with the Government will take 
over the coal industry and’ operate 


it. 


The attention of the convention 
was called to the coal situation by 
F. C. Reese of Pottsville, Pa., a mem- 
ber of the Pennsylvania Coal Con- 
sumers’ League, who investigated an- 
thracite mining conditions. Thirty 
to 40 per cent of the coal shipped 
from the mines was noncombustible 


trash and rubbish, he said. The pres- 


ence of this foreign material in the 
coal is accounted for by the practice 
of operators in shoveling and not 


forking coal into the cars. Other 
precautions for cleaning coal before 
shipment also were lacking, Reese 
said. 

As a result of complaints from all 
parts of the country the Fuel Admin- 
istration has ordered operators to 
eliminate all rock, slate, bone, sul- 
phur, fire clay, shale or other im- 
purities that would have made coal 
unmerchantable prior to Jan. 1, 1916. 
Those failing to do this will be re- 
quired to reduce their prices 50 cents 
per ton below the Government price. 

The condition of coal shipped from 
the bituminous fields, it is claimed, 
is not as bad as that from the an- 
thracite fields, but there have been 
complaints to the Government about 
the bituminous coal also and agents 
of the Fuel Administration are said 
to be investigating the output of the 
Illinois fields.

COST IS $550,000 


Four Upper Floors House 
College Men With Thir- 
teenth Given to Dining- 
Room of Splendid Propor-

A Post-Dispatch reporter who in- 
spected the new quarters of the 
University Club on the upper four 
floors of the club’s 13-story building 
at Grand and Washington avenues, 
found that attractiveness, comfort 
and convenience have been obtained 
to an admirable degree. This has 
been accomplished despite the fact 
that soaring prices for material since 
the war began have compelled many 
economies. The portion of the build- 
ing devoted to the club is so nearly 


completed that the formal opening 
reception for members has been set 
for Tuesday night. The total cost 
of the building. is estimated at $550,- 
000. 

The show-place of the club is the 
great main dining room on the thir- 
teenth floor, which extends across 
the entire south end of the struc- 
ture. Its ceiling is 20 feet high, and 
its other dimensions are 52 and 37 
feet. Doors apd glass windows all 
along the east and south sides give 
an out-door effect, increased by a 
stone balcony rail which runs out- 
side.

The general color scheme, that of 
cream-colored walls and ceiling, is 
carried out here. Set in the walls 
are Italian pilasters; above them 
runs a paneled and decorated frieze, 
_with an elaborate cornice. Ornate 
silver candelabra will provide light. 
From the winaows a fine panorama 
of the city is visible. It is hard to 
imagine a more airy, cheerful apart- 
ment, and here will éenter many of 
the¢-<lub’s activities—its dinners, its 
dances and its speech making. 

Dining Room for Women. 

Across the lobby from the dining 
room, to the left of the elevatcr, is a 
dainty reception room for ladies, 
with slender Italian chairs uphol- 
stered in rose, delicate electric fix- 
tures and softly cushioned settees. 
Leading Off from it ‘s a private din- 
ing Troom €xclusively for women. 

In the northeast corner of this 
floot is a gymnasium, equipped with 
two squash courts, showers and 
lockers. =Above is a gallery from 
which. visitors may watch the games 
and sports “On the mezzanine floor 
level with tiie gallery are storerooms 
and a tailor shop. 

One ofthe entrances to the build- 
ing, that on the Washington avenue 
‘side, will be used only by club mem- 
bers and guests, and one elevator is 
set aside exclusively for their use. 

' ‘Two passenger elevators reached by 
the Grand avenue entrance will serve 
the remainder of the building, which 
has been reconstructed for physi- 
cians’ and dentists’ offices.

Ascending the club elevator to the 
tenth floor, one reaches the bedroom 
quarters. Here are 24 rooms, includ- 
ing four two-room suites, one in each 
corner of the building. Each room 
is equipped with a marble shower 
bath and a commodious closet. In- 
stead of transoms, the doors are fit- 
ted with hinge panels for ventilation, 
and outer doors of slats are to be 
added. 

The eleventh is the main club 
floor, and through the elevator por- 
tals of Caen stone one enters a spa- 
cious lobby and assembly room, con- 
sistent in style and decoration with 
the Italian renaissance architecture 
which characterizes the entire build- 
ing. The cream colored walls are 
set off with a delicately modeled and 
tinted cornice, the colors of which, 
blue, red and gold, are reflected in 
the upholstering and stains of the 
furniture, made by the famous Bos- 
ton designer, Francis Bacon. There 
are four bronze chandeliers. In a 
prominent place is a marble bust of 
the late Thomas Allen, builder of 
the Allen mansion, which formerly 
provided quarters for the University 
Club on the site of the new build- 
ing. 

-Allen Fireplace Preserved. 

Italian renaissance arches lead 
from the lobby to adjoining apart- 
ments. To the south, occupying the 
entire width of the building, is a 
lounge room, with a great fireplace 
and mantel of marble, decorated 
with carved winged lions. In the 
center of the room is a large octa- 
gonal table and to either side of it 
are long rectangular tables, with 
reading lamps, and big leather set- 
tees backed against them. Three 
silver chandeliers depend from the 
ceiling, and in each corner is a sil- 
ver candlestick. 

Here again is found the decorative 
cornice and the snowy expanse of 
the walls is relieved by inset medal- 
ions. Adjoining the lounge room to 
the north is the magazine room, the 
dominating feature of which is a 
fireplace and mantel of green mar- 
ble and bronze, which was preserved 
from the Allen résidence. There is 
a cornice faintly tinted witno blue, 
and the wall surface to the north 
is varied by a recess arch. 

Near at hand are the manager's 
office, a visitor’s room where call- 
ers may sit while waiting for mem- 
bers to be summoned, telephone 
booths and switchboard and a cigar 
stand. Farther to the north is the 
breakfast room, served from _ the 
kitchens on the floor above. The 
north end of the floor is occupied 
by a taproom and a billiard hall of 
unique and striking appearance. 

he walls and ceilings in both 
rooms are of rough concrete, 
splashed on with a brush and ‘eft 
to harden. The taproom is in the 
style of an old Italian inn, with 
concrete beams in the. ceiling, 
vaulted arches over the service bor 
and studded oak doors. The con- 
crete of the walls and ceiling is left 
in its original color of woollly gray, 
the floor is of black and gray tiles 
and the lighting fixtures are rusty 
iron and gold. There will be three 
tables in the billiard room, each 
with its low-hanging battery of lights 
and rusty iron reflectors. 

On the twelfth floor are the kitch- 
ens, in which all the cooking will be 
done on electric ranges. There is an 
array of great ice boxes, tables and 
storerooms. On the same floor are 
two card rooms and a barber shop. 
At the south end is the club library, 
with cozy furniture, a marble fire- 
place and rows of bookcases in re- 
cesses along the entire north wall. 
The lighting fixtures are of gold, and 
the cornice is tinted with blue and 
brown. 3 m | 

The decorating ‘scheme through- 
out, designed by kL. J. Clawson 
Primm, illustrates the old Greek idea 
of variety if unity. The walls and 
ceilings are almost everywhere of a 
rich cream color, but variations are 
achieved in the tinting of the cor- 
nices, which are all alike, however, 
in the delicacy of the shades. Sim- 
plicity and good taste are everywhere 
the keynotes. 

T. C. Young Architect. 

A tone of richer colors will be 
given by the carpets, upholstery and 
window draperies, all of which, it is 
expected, will be in place by the end 
of this week.

PETITION FILED TO. 


PREVENT TRIAL OF 
INSURANCE SUIT 


Right of Non-Resident to Sue 
in Missouri Involved in Ac- 
tion by Connecticut Com- 
pany. 


Netice was served on Cireuit 
Judge Klene yesterday of the filing 
of a petition in the Supreme Court 
to prohibit him from trying the suit 
of Mrs. Miriam H. Phillips, against 
the Travelers Insurance Co., a Con- 
necticut corporation, for a $7500 ac- 
cident insurance carried by her hus- 
band, Milton G. Phillips. The right 
of a non-resident of Missouri to 
maintain a suit in the courts here 
against a defendant which does busi- 
ness here, but whose headquarters 
is in another State, is involved in 
the prohibition proceedings, the 
plaintiff in which is twe’Travelers Co. 

The insurance company contends 


‘that suit should be brought in the 


jurisdiction either where the cause 
of action arose, which in the Phillips 
case, was Wisconsin; where the 
plaintiff lives’ or where the héad- 
quarters of the defendant is located. 
Phillips died in Illinois, August 2, 
1916, several years after he obtained 
the accident policy in Wisconsin, 
where he formerly lived. His widow 
lives in Ohio. 

Although the same question was 
once decided by the Supreme Court 
adversely to the company’s conten- 
tion, it is alleged that the personnel 
of that tribunal has since changed. 
Of the seven judges who now com- 
prise the bench six were members 
at the time of the first test of the 
matter. Three of the present judges 
decided that a non-resident could 


maintain suit here and three took 
a contrary view. The seventh, Judge 
Fred Williams of Joplin, has not yet 
had opportunity to express his view, 
the petition recites.

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PATROLMEN GUILTY 
Of LIQUOR ThttT 
FROM A BOX CAR 


Federal Judge Trieber to Pro- 
nounce Sentence Tomor- 
row on Robert Wetzel and 
Joseph Fleck. 


FACE MAXIMUM OF 
TWENTY YEARS EACH 


Teamster Testifies to Having 
Taken $1500 Worth of 
Whisky to Saloon—De- 
fense Was an Alibi. 


Sentence will be pronounced to- 
morrow by United States Judge Trie- 
ber on Patrolmen Robert Wetzel and 


Joseph Fleck of the North Market 
Street Police Station. They were 
convicted by a jury yesterday of the 
theft of $1500 worth of whisky, an 
interstate shipment, from a box car 
in the Terminal Railroad yards in 
North St. Louis, April 24. 

The men were convicted on two 
counts—theft of the whisky and 
knowingly having stolen property in 
their possession. The maximum 
penalty is 10 years’ imprisonment on 
each count. 

Wetzel and Fleck were assisted by 
John Vaughn and Charles Murphy, 
who are also under indictment, and 
two railroad employes. Vaughn, a 
teamster, and Murphy were the chief 
witnesses for the Government. 

They testified that on the night of 
April 24 they met Wetzel and Fleck 
with the two railroad men and drove 
them to the railroad yards in 
Vaughn’s wagon, where a freight car 
was entered and a lot of whisky 
stolen. It was taken first to a shed 
in an alley near Ninth street and St. 
Louis avenue and then to the saloon 
of Joseph Heibel, Second and Dock 
streets, where it was recovered April 
25. 

Wetzel and Fleck denied the 
charge and tried to prove an alibi by 
relatives and several patrolmen. They 
have been under suspension since 
their arrest. Following their convic- 
tion, the court fixed their bonds at 
$10,000.

RAIDER IS AT WORK 


Effort Was a Defeat for 
Enemy in Bringing the 
War Home to Americans, 


He Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 15.—German sub- 
marine activity off the Atlantic coast 


of the United States should not be 
taken very seriously, as the Ger- 
mans probably will not attempt a 
blockade of the American shores, in 
the opinion of Vice Admiral Sir 
Rosslyn Wemyss, First Sea Lord of 
the British Admiralty. The Ad- 
miral believes there is only one sub- 
marine operating off the American 
coa and that the purpose of its 
trip across the Atlantic was*® to 
frighten the Americans. 

German ruthlessness at sea, the 
First Sea Lord declared, must be met 
by centralized warfare in the North 
Sea and the Mediterranean. Admiral 
Wemyss paid tribute to the co- 
operation of the American naval 
forces in European waters. He said 
American ships were not only in the 
North, but were also appearing in 
the Mediterranean and off Gibraltar. 

The appearance of the German 
submarine off the American coast is 
an fnteresting development, from 
whatever point of view it is studied. 
and opportunity was given this week 
to Archibald S. Hurd, British naval 
writer, to obtain from the British 
First Sea Lord, not only his opinion 
upon this departure on the part of 
the Germans, but its effect on the 
naval situation generally. 

Thinks Aim Was to Frighten U. S. 

“I say there has not been more 
than one submarine off the Ameri- 
can Coast, because that concluston 
fits in with my interpretation of the 
enemy's object,’’ Admiral Wemyss 
explained. “The Germans cannot 
hope anything in the character of a 
blockade. The distance is too great 
from their bases. They only make 
demonstrations with the hope of 
causing us to decentralize efforts to 
put down the submarime. His object 
is to frighten the American people in 
the hope that they may exert their 
influence on the naval authorities. 

“You will remember Napoleon de- 
clared that ‘exclusiveness of pur- 
pose is the secret of great successes 
and of great operations.’ Now, if the 
German could cause a. dispersal of 
naval force this demonstration off 
the American Coast would achieve its 
purpose. 

“I hold firmly two principles. As 
chief of the staff I believe firmly in 
decentralization in adm*fistration, 
but as chief of staff I also believe 
as firmly in the decentralization cf 
effort of the enemy. I think it was 
Admiral Mahon who said the great 
end of a war fleet is not to chase, 
nor to fly but to control the seas. 

“With that statement in mind, 
glance at an ordinary schoo! atlas if 
you have not handy what the Ger- 
mans would call a ‘war map.’ You 
will see the Central Powers have 
formed a block in.Europe running 
down from the North Sea to the 
Adriatic, and to the point where the 
Dardanelles debouches into the 
Mediterranean. Any submarine to 
reach the American coast has to pass 
either the north or the south of the 
British Isles, or along the Mediter- 
ranean where Gibraltar stands sen- 
tinel over the narrow exit. 

Centralized Sea Force Necessary. 

“That atlas is illuminating. It in- 
dicates sound strategic methods of 
dealing with the submarine cam- 
paign. We must fight the U-boat in 
the narrow seas. In other words, we 
must centralize, concentrating all our 
forces in what is really the decisive 
area. 

“The Germans, you may be sure, 
have been studying the charts and 
ia sending one of their so-called sub- 
marine cruisers to the American 
coast they thought to raise an out- 
cry in the United States aga-ast the 
policy which is now being pursued of 
fighting the submarine in the nar- 
row seas. 

Germans Will Drop Raids. 

“I judge both from official infor- 
mation and cable dispatche: in the 
newspapers that they have already 
failed in their purpose. It looks as 
though they Lau merely brought the 
war home to the American people. 
This represents another defeat for 
Germany. 

“We shall have to wait on events 
before final judgment can’ be formed 
ar to whether the enemy will persist 
in his new policy. I am not inclined 
to take the business seriously. It 
cannot be serious in relation to the 
immense volume of sea traffic be- 
tween America and Europe. But I 
must enter one caveat. The proper 
policy is, as I have said, centraliza- 
tion of effort in the decisive areas— 
the narrow waters through which all 
submarines, whether intended _ to 
cruise off our shores or off the 
American coast, must pass. 3 

“That is the right policy, as I am 
sure every seaman will agree, al- 
though that does not mean that no 
submarine can escape and cross the 
Atlantic. No such guarantee can be 
given. 

“What, then, should be done? I 


see it is reported that American coast 
bound traffic will r convoyed. That 


would be the adoption of a principle 
that has proved to be successful dur- 
ing the last year or so, but would 
be a quite secondary effort I imagine, 
since, according to the statement 
made by the Naval Secretary in 
Washington, the American naval au- 
thorities are convinced that if the 
submarine is to be mastered it must 
be mastered in the’narrow seas, 
“American resources are develop- 
ing rapidly and two policies I hope 
may not prove incompatidle, name- 
ly, ¢o-operation in the main offen- 
cad ea a measure of protection to 
lc cal) traffic.” 

J. S. Warships Off Gibraltar. 
The conversation passed to the 


manner in which the American naval 


sources have co-operated in the Eu- 
ropean waters. 

“You know, of course,” the first 
sea lord continued, “that for more 
than a year past American men-of- 
war have been operating from 
Queenstown. It also has been noticed 
for some time that there are some 
American ships in the Mediterran- 
ean. I do not think it can be regar‘- 
ed as a secret from the Germans that 
American men-of-war are also acting 
against the enemy off Gibraltar. 
“This co-operation constitutes a 
remarkable testimonial to the strat- 
egic insight of the American nava) 
authorities, who have not hesitated 
to send battleships to join the grand 
fleet in the North Sea. 


“I -wonder how many people re- 
alize that the decision of the Ameri- 
can naval authorities in sending 
ships 3000 miles or more across the 
Atlantic to defend American inter- 
ests represents a unique triumph of 
a fundamental strategic principle. 
The naval historian when his time 
comes to write will not be blind to 
this notable action, and there seems 
no doubt he will be able to add that 
the navy department was supported 
wholeheartedly by public opinion. 

“And that reminds me to empha- 
size the fact that the object of the

was to weaken the concordat be- 
tween expert and civil opinion in the 
United States. On that matter there 
is no shadow of doubt.” 
Praises Co-operation. 

Discussing the relations of the 
two navies, Admiral Wemyss says: 
“On the broad lines of strategic pol- 
icy complete unanimity exists. Ad- 
miral Benson and Admiral Mayo 
have both visited us and studied our 
naval plans. No officers could have 
exhibited keener appreciation of the 
naval situation. I find it difficult to 
express the gratitude of the British 
service to these officers and to Ad- 
miral Sims for the support they have 
given us. I am not exaggerating or 
camouflaging, to borrow a word of 
the moment. Our relations could not 
be more cordial. 


“The day-to-day procedure is of 
the simplest. Every morning I hold 
a conference with the principal of- 
ficers of the naval staff, and Ad- 
miral Sims is present as the repre- 
sentative of the United States fleet, 
joining freely in the discussion of the 
various subjects which arise. I need 
not add that I keenly appreciate kis 
help. At sea the same spirit of cor- 
dial co-operation exists—extremely 
cordial. I should like to say we 
have, fortunately, a common lan- 
guage and common traditions, which’ 
have done much to assist us in 
working together. 


“The American officers and men 
are first-rate. It is impossible to 
pay too high tribute to the manner 
in which they settled down to this 
job of submarine hunting, and to the 
intelligence, resource ‘and courage 
which they have exhibited. 

“They came on the scene at the 
opportune moment. Our men had 
been in the mill for many weary 
months. Possibly the American peo- 
gle, so far removed from the main 
theater of the war, can hardly ap- 
preciate what it meant when theze 
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order from his boys.

‘OBSERVATION YACHT ENDS 


CRUISE OF THREE YEARS 


Scientists on the Carnegie, at Wash- | 


ington, Said to Have Obtained Vai- 
uable Data. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 15. — The 
magnetic observation yacht Carnegie 
has arrived here after a three years’ 
cruise, closing her voyage with a run 


up the coast as near inshore as pos- 
sible to keep out of the way of Ger- 
man submarines. She will remain 
here indefinitely, the headquarters of 
the Carnegie Institution, which di- 
rects her movements. Valuable data 
on terrestial magnetism was ob- 
tained by the scientists. 

The Carnegie left Brooklyn three 
years ago with six scientists aboard, 
passed through the Panama Canal 
and then cruised about in the North 
and Soyth Pacific from the Arctic to 
the Antarctic circles. A visit was 
made to Buenos Aires, where she laid 
in port. nine months on account of 
the war. while the scientists made 
observations in Argentina. The

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College Sports 
Too Costly; May 
Be Dropped Out 


Question of Reviving Football 
Causing Serious Discussion in 
Many Institutions. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—College 
sports managers are in a doubtful 
frame of mind regarding the making 
of a football schedule for next year. 
The new military courses, which are 
being increased on occasions, will 
make it difficult for students to in- 
dulge in practice for sport except in 
rare instances and the time has been 
much limited this year. Under the 
circumstances some good teams have 
been got together and have made 


creditable showings, but college 
sports cost money, which has not 
been fo:sthcoming. 

At’ some colleges the important 
gwames have been fairly well attend- 
ed, but at others the gate money 
would not pay for half a dozen balls. 
Subscriptions for payment of expenses 
have been called for in several in- 
stitutions, but the response has not 
been satisfactory, which might have 
been expected with the demands for 
money ‘or war relief, which are con- 
stant. If the sale of tickets will not 
pay for college sports, even with the 
rigid economy now in force, they had 
better be abandoned until after the 
war.

West Point Loses Great Athlete 
and Army Gains a_ Fine 
Type of Soldier. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Elmer Oli- 
phant, the West Point.athlete, wll 
don the army blue within a short 
time, whereat Annapolis will give a 
sigh of relief, while the nation ray 
enjoy all the satisfaction that comes 
from the knowledge of a stanch 
fighting man added to the ranks. 

Oliphant’s career at West Point was 
not characterized by gréat scholastic 
brilllancy, but he was very military 
in all his reactionc, ard the Academy 
authorities have no idea that he will 
not devélop into an officer of the 
approved West Point sort. He will 
be the only cadet ever . graduated 
from West Point with the honors of 
having won thé Army “A” in four 
different branches of sport—footba]l. 
baseball, basketball, and a fourth 
letter for establishing track record 
in competition. | 

In addition, he participated with 
success in several minor sports, no- 
tably hockey. It was. as a foothall 
player, however, that Oliphant es- 
tablished his greatest record. 

Scorel 319 Points for Army. 

In the course of four years at the 
Academy he scored 319 points for the 
cadet elevens. 

In 1915 he made both touchdowns 

and kicked the resultant goals which

Other Americans Score in “‘Inter- 
national Military Games” 
in Rome. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Private 
letters from Italy make mention of 
a recent track meet held in Rome, at 
which some former promfnent ath- 
letes figured. in what, at war-tims4, 
was a series of remarkable perform- 
ances. The games, which were des- 
ignated as an international military 
track meet, attracted a number of 
entries: from American college ath- 
letes attached to the American avia- 
tion camp. 

The latter entrants did not, how- 
ever, find the winning: of points or 
places an easy affair for several com- 
petitors other than the Americans 
proved to be exceptionally fast in the 
various track events.

WRIGHT BUILDING 
SULD FOR $865,000 
TDARCADE OWNERS 


18-Story Structure at Eighth 
and Pine Streets Will Form 
Integral Part of Arcade 
Building. 


IMPROVES LIGHT 
AND VENTILATION 


Improvement Under New 
Arrangement Will Cover 
More Than Half of Olive- 
Pine Block. 


The 16-story Arcade Building, un- 


, der construction at Eighth and Olive 


streets, and the 18 story Wright 
Building at Eighth and Pine streets, 


will be joined and operated as one 
building, the Jane Holding Co., own- 
ers of the Arcade Building, announc- 
ing yesterday its purchase of the 
Wright Building. The consideration 
was about $865,000, and did not in- 
clude the site. Edward Mallin- 
krodt of 16 Westmoreland place is 
the dominant stockholder of the 
Jane Holding Co. 

The present plans of the Arcade 
Building called for construction from 
Olive to Pine streets in an L-shape 
created by the presence of the 
Wright Building. Now that the lat- 
ter is to be made an integral part 
of the Arcade Building, there will 
be a shop and office building run- 
ning from Olive to Pine from Eighth 
street toward ninth occupying more 
than half a block. 

The lower seven 
and sub-basement 
Building, together with the base- 
ment and first and second floors of 
the Wright Building will be occupied 
by shops. The other floors of both 
buildings will be used for offices. 

There will be a two-story arcade 
running through the Arcade Build- 
ing from Olive to Pine streets, with 
another arcade running in from 
Eighth street along the present 
north line of the Wright Building. 
The lower seven stories of shops will 
be served by elevators west of the 
Olive-Pine arcade and the upper 
office stories of the Wright and Ar- 
cade buildings will be served by the 
present Wright Building elevators 
with the addition of three. In this 
way the office portion of the build- 
ings and the shop portions will be as 
two distinct units, though both will 
use the same entrances. 

The purchase of the Wright Build- 
ing was made because, through the 
union of the two buildings, superior 
lighting and ventilation for the new 
Arcade Building will be obtained. 
Two light courts will be constrycted 
gaving air and light to all offices 
and shops. 

The Wright Building formerly was 
owned by the Wright Building Co., 
of which Guy H. Wright is president. 
The officers of the Jane Holding Co. 
are Edward Mallinckrodt, president; 
Daniel N. Kirby, vice president; 
James J. Grover, treasurer, and A. 
H. Stille, secretary. 

The combined buildings will be 
under the management of Isaac T. 
Cook. Guy H. Wright, who has been 
associated with Cook in the manage- 
ment of the Wright Building, will 
devote his time wholly to the man- 
agement of the Third National Bank 
Building.

at Eighth and Olive streets and 
Eighth and Pine streets, will be the 
finest building of its type in the 
country. 

This structure, taking its name 
from a Gothic arcade that runs 
through from north to south and 
from east to west, connecting the 
two streets and extending to EFighth 
street. 

The building is constructed for the 
first six floors to be exclusively used 
as retail shops, and the corridors of 
the upper floors will be lined with 
shops on both sides. 

The arcade, which will be 238 
feet long and 40 feet high, with bal- 
cony stores extending around its en- 
tire girth. It will be designed in 
early English Gothic type, with 
vaulted and groined ceilings execut- 
ed in Caen stone. The show win- 
dows of polished plate glass will be 
framed in marble and bronze 
— design.

War to Be on New Busi-

The National Association of Real 
Estate Boards is the only national 
business organization that hast of- 
fered its services free to the Govern- 
ment in war work, said William M.- 
Garland, the president, at a luncheon 
given him yesterday at the Missour! 
Atheltic Association, by the general 
committee that is preparing for the 
convention this week. 

Garland is a dollar-a-year man at 
Washington. He is assistant man- 
ager of the real estate division of the 
Bureau of Housing and Trangporta- 
tion of the Department of Labor. He 
asserted that all the land to be pur- 
chased for the Government in the 
future will be first appraised by real 
estate men who are giving their serv- 
ices to the Government. 

‘While I cannot tell you the differ- 
ence in some of the prices asked of 
the Government and those actually 
paid, after our appraisal, I can say 
that we have saved the treasury 
many hunrded thousand dollars, and

The floors 
are of rib construction, with collapsai- 
ble wood forms. The wind bracing 
throughout has been handled by the 
engineer, F. C. Taxis. 

The interior of the building is fin- 
ished in gray oak, Cathedral finish. 
The corridors are worked out in 
marble, plate glass and bronze. 

The structure was promoted by 
Isaac T. Cook and is being: erected 
under the supervision of the T. P.

ORE than a century ago—in 1797, to 
be exact—there lived a good and a 
wise King, one who had a real. fa- 
therly solicitude for his subjects. 
One day he issued a royal edict, the 
preamble of which read as follows: 

“Inasmuch as it has come to our 
notice that peasants and other loyal, good and true 
subjects in our dominion are incited to quarrel about 
trifling things by dishonest lawyers, who generally get 
their clutches on their unsuspecting clients till they 
have robbed them of their property, we have, in our 
fatherly wisdom and for the protection of our loyal 
subjects, evolved a reform of the law of procedure de- 
signed to abate and check the monstrous evil.” 

The King was the ruler of Norway, then an absolute 
monarchy, and the royal edict established what was 
called the Court of Conciliation. This court was de- 
signed as a tribunal before which petty quarrels in- 
yolving small sums of money, or the ownership of a 
stray dog, or the depredations of chickens in a neigh- 
bor’s garden, or any of the thousand and one other 
things which cause ordinarily sane persons to rush 
inte court, could be adjudicated. Here is a brief out- 
line of how the kingly idea worked out. 

Separate “districts of conciliation’ were created, 
consisting of every city, every village containing at 
least 20 families, and every parish. The districts were 
made small so that it would be easy to attend court, 
personal attendance being the main feature of the 
proceedings. 

Two members constitute the court, or commission, 
one of them acting as chairman or clerk. They are 
chosen for a term of three years, at a special elec- 
tion, by the voters of the district, from among 
three men nominated by the City or Parish Council. 
Only men above 25 years of age are qualified, and it 
fs expressly stipulated in the laws that only ‘‘good” 
men may be placed in nomination. 

The court meets at a certain place, day or hour, 
every week in the cities and every month in the coun- 
try districts. Proceedings are strictly private and 
the commissioners bound to secrecy. And a most re- 
markable feature is that lawyers, in their professional 
eapacity, are strictly barred. 

The Court of Conciliation has jurisdiction in all civil 
or private cases. Appearance before the commission- 
ers is compulsory in all such cases and the first step 
in a proceeding. The law court will dismiss every 
case of this class which does not come u)p from the 
Court of Conciliation with a certificate of the com- 
missioners attesting that an effort at a conciliation of 
the parties has been duly made before them. 

The mode of procedure is simple. The plaintiff 
states his case in writing, reciting in plain, everyday 
language the facts upon which he bases his complaint, 
and what he wants the defeflant to do or refrain from 
doing, and requesting that the latter be cited to meet 
the plaintiff in the court to try to reach an agreement. 
The senior commissioner writes the court’s summons 
on the complaint, citing both parties to appear at 
a subsequent sitting. A fee of 25 cents is charged for 
issuing the summons, to which is added 50 cents in 
the event a conciliation is effected. These comprise all 
the court costs. The commissioners receive no other 
compensation than these small fees. 

The litigants must appear in person, except in case 
of sickness or very pressing business engagements, 
when the use of a representative is allowed, provid- 
ing he is not a practicing attorney. If a party fail 
te appear in person without a good excuse he is ad- 
judged to pay the costs, even if he should win the 
case.

to their fitness as peacemakers. Legal wrangling is 
discouraged. The commissioners always are ready to 
sacrifice the letter to the spirit of the law, when 
deemed advisable, and as there are no intricate formal- 
ities to becloud the issue, no array of lawyers to con- 
fuse the litigants, and no crowd on hand to gloat over 
the discomfiture of the loser, everything induces to an 
open, frank and dispassionate discussion of the points 
at issue. 

There have been established in at least four cities 
of the United States a modification of Norway’s Court 
of Conciliation, which also was made a part of the 
legal machinery of Denmark. In Cleveland, the evils 
arising out of the justice court system caused the 
establishment, in 1913, of the Conciliation Branch of 
the*Municipal Court of Cleveland. All claims under 
$35, all cases of attachment and garnishment less than 
$35 and all cases of replevin are entered upon the con- 
ciliation docket. 

In Minneapolis much the same system was put in 
effect, the Conciliation Court being made merely a 
branch of the existing Municipal Court. The court’s 
summary powers of disposition are limited to claims 
not exceeding $50, but it may serve in a conciliatory 
capacity in cases involving more than $50 up to $1000. 
In Chicago was established the Small Claims Branch 
of the Municipal Court, and in New York the Concili- 
ation and Arbitration departments of the Municipal 
Court, all modeled after the Norwegian system, with a 
view of quickly and amicably settling small claims 


‘with the least expense to the litigants and preventing 


a certain class of lawyers from keeping the flames of 


hatred alive. 


Now let us see how the system works out. The 
best way to do this is to cite concrete examples of 
how small quarrels have been amicably adjusted— 
quarrels which, had they been allowed to grow, would 
have resulted in the litigants carrying their cases to 
higher courts, cost them possibly hundreds of dol-

lars in lawyers’ fees and finally taken from their pock- 
ets sums manyfold greater than the original trifling 
amount in-dispute. The following Gases were disposed 
of in the Conciliation Court of Cleveland: 

Mrs. D. kept a boarding and lodging house; Mr. G. 
was one of the lodgers. Mrs. D. claimed $10 for dam- 
age to a mattress. She complained that on various 
occasions she had warned the young man not to smoke 
cigarettes while in bed, but, contrary to her warninz, 
oft the evening of Memorial day he provided himself 
with several packages of cigarettes, crawled into bed 
wfth his boots on and smoked away; that, just as she 
feared, the mattress caught fire and was totally dam- 
aged and destroyed. The defendant admitted his fault, 


- but maintained that the landlady wanted too much 


money for the old mattress. Instead of calling wit- 
nesses to testify as to the value of the mattress, the 
Judge called the manager of a wholesale mattress con- 
cern by telephone, gave him a full and complete de- 
scription of the mattress and asked for the price. The 
Judge was informed that the same could be had for 
$2.50.. The young man gladly paid that amount to the 
woman, who immediately proceeded with a note from 
the Judge to the manager of the mattress concern and 
received a brand new mattress for $2.50. 

Mrs. A. is a widow and mother of three children. 
Mr. B. is a grocery man. He came to court demanding 
an immediate garnishment of Mrs. A.’s wages on a 
claim for necessaries, in the sum of $19. Her wages 
were $7 per week. Instead of issuing such garnish- 
ment, the grocery man was persuaded to have his 
matter disposed of in the Conciliation Court. Both 
parties appeared at the appointed hour. It was sub- 
sequently disclosed that owing to sickness of one of 
the children, the widow ran short of money, but that 
she was perfectly willing to pay all that she could. 
An agreement was entered into between the parties 
whereby the grocery man was to receive $2 per month. 
Both parties left the courtroom quite satisfied. 

Miss G., a servant, sued a Mrs. C. for a week’s wages, 
amounting to $9. Mrs. C. had wrongfully discharged 
Miss G. before the week wasup. She was willing to 
pay the servant for the actual time, but no more. The 
cause of the discharge, it appeared, was due to a fail- 
ure on the part of the servant to follow instructions. 
Mrs. C. instructed her that in order to eliminate the 
noise of her squeaky shoes, she would be obliged to 
walk on her toes while waiting on the table. The 
servant claimed that she did her best to follow out 
the instructions of her mistress for several days, but 
that she found it impossible to continue that way on 
account of the swollen condition of her limbs. When 
Mrs. C. was told that failure to follow such instruc- 
tions was not good cause for a discharge of the servant, 


‘she seemed surprised, but a few minutes’ talk con- 


vinced her of her foolhardiness and she gladly paid 
the bill. 

Here is an instance of greater importance and in- 
volving a much larger amount of money. Mr. S., a 
young man of 22, brought suit against Mrs. F. for 
$1000. Both were represented by counsel. In his state- 
ment of claim, drawn by his attorney, the young man 
complained that on several occasions the defendant 
called him a thief; that she told the neighbors that 
he was a thief and that he stole her money: that be- 
cause of that his reputation was injured and he esti- 
mated his damage in the sum of $1000. Mrs. F. an- 
swered by a general denial. There was a veritable 
army of witnesses waiting to testify on the one 
or the other. Both sides were waiting for raged 
raphers. The battle array was drawn up and the 
were ready to fight the case to the last ditch.

brother was shot down by U-boat 
commander and of cruelties prac- 
ticed aboard submersible :: —::

of the German sudmarine base at Ostend and 
stealing other papers from a German officer, which to 
a large extent made feasible the recent raids on the 
dens of the iron sharks—those brilliant feats which 
rocked the allied world with huzzas. 

Such is the thrilling story brought back to this 
country, and related in person to President Wilson, by 
Yeoman Henry Priesman of San Francisco. Because 
Priesman is only 5 feet 6 inches tall and weighs but 
130 pounds, the President is quoted as saying to him: 

“If a little bit of a chap like you could outwit the 
Germans, what can we expect from those other big 
giants of men whom we are sending over by the tens 
of thousands.” 

Yeoman Priesman here tells his narrative to the 
readers of the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine—how 
he was taken prisoner by a U-boat, whose commander 
wantonly murdered his brother and drowned 50 civil- 
ian captives; how he was held a prisoner for 72 days 
at Ostend and savagely mistreated, his front teeth 
being knocked out and his face scarred with Prussian 
boot heels; how he and six companions, killing two 
sentries, escaped to Holland and thence to London; 
and how there they laid thetr information before Ad- 
miral Sims and the British Admiralty. 


T was the desperate heroism of five American sea-

HAVE been in the navy five years, and I used 
to be Admiral Sims’ yeoman. My brother—a 
braver fellow never went to sea—was in the 


cadia last fall and made a number of trips 
over there. On our last trip in November we 
took over 500 Red Cross nurses and landed 
them safely. On the return trip they got us, off Brest, 
France. ) 

Without warning we were torpedoed about 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The Arca- ’ 
dia stayed up only eight min- 
utes. The torpedo landed 
amidships and went right 
through her. Eleven of our 
crew were lost in the explo- 
sion. There were scores of 
civilians on board and they 
stood by with the rest of the 
crew to go off in the small 
boats. 

The U-boat suddenly bobbed 
up out of the water very close 
to us. Up went the hatch of 
the conning tower and out 
came the bearded face of the 
U-boat commander. As the 
deck of the submarine cleared 
the waves other hatches were 
thrown open and the crew ap- 
peared on deck. There were 
two officers and 15 men 
aboard the German rat. , 

A fine bunch of pirates they 
were! They were worse than 
that—they were just plain 
butchers. The German offi- 
cers, big automatics in their 
hands ordered us all aboard 
the U-boat. Our boats 
were bobbing around in 
the sea, and when our 
poys didn’t pull up 
alongside the U-boat 
fast enough to suit the 
German commander, he 
shot at several of them 
while bellowing in rage.

My brother and I were in the same boat. As we came —

For 64 hours we were prisoners aboard the U-boat. 
The first thing they did was to give us the third 
They plied us with a hundred questions, ask- 
ing hoWw many men the United States had sent to 
France, how many were in camps, where our fleet was 
located, how many destroyers we had, and all kinds of 
questions. But we absolutely refused to give up in any 
way. 

The German commander became incensed at my si- 
lence, and, with a terrific smash full in the face, 
knocked me back against the control levers that op- 
erate the submerging tanks.. 1 crumpled up on the 
floor, and while I was down a German “unteroffizier”’ 
kicked me several times in the face with his heavy 
boot. All my front teeth were kicked out. 

They refused to give us food. They put tourniquets 
on our arms and legs and pulled them tight until our 
limbs became numb. They tied us up by the hands, 
so that we hung with our feet five or six inches above 
the floor. Then.we were prodded and jabbed, but they 
got no information from us. 

After two nights and three days the submarine put 
into port. It was not long before we learned that we 
were in Ostend. 

They put me in the officers’ mess, and I Was com- 
pelled to wait'on table for them. The food was rotten. 


‘Thin barley soup, even for the officers. Bread that 


was impossible. Coffee mixed with acorns. I saw 
very little butter, and, of course, got none of it. Nor 
mueh in the way of meat. They gave us meager por- 
tions of wretched food and I soon lost weight. 

American and allied wounded brought in were left 
without medical attention, many of them to die. One 
American sailor had not had a shave for several weeks. 
One of the German officers said: “Don't you want a 
shave?” The American replied:that he did. There- 
upon the German drew out a razor, sliced off both 
ears and then tore off the skin on his face with the 
beard. 

They tried to bribe me with an offer of a commis- 
sion in the German navy if | would come across with 
information about: our fleets and armies, but I al- 
ways shook my head—and then went through another 
siege of blows and tourniquets. But we stuck to our 
guns and they soon learned that it was useless to ply 
us with questions.

This black boy and 
I made a great team, but I never knew what his name 
was. I always called him Kate, because night and day 
he was whistling the old song, “Kate, Kate, Meet Me at 
the Garden Gate,” or words to that effect. I have 
waked up many a night and heard that whistle just 
about the same place as when I had fallen asleep. 
It would not have been so bad if he had known all 
of it. I took Swatts’ broom and cleaned 
up, and then asked where the coal or 
wood was. This got a great laugh. It 
was quite humorous to the men who had 
shivered there for weeks, maybe, but to 
me it was about as funny as a cry for 
help. I got wood, though, before I had 
been there long. 

There was a great big cupboard, that 
looked more like a small house, built 
against the wall of the hospital barracks 
in one corner of the room, and not far 
from the stove. Kate was the only pa- 
‘tient able to be on his feet, so I thought 
he would have to be my chief cook and 
bottle washer for a while; and besides, 
there was something about him that made 
him look pretty valuable. I had not rec- 
ognized his whistling yet, so Slim looked 
to be the right name for him. 

“Slim, what’s that big cupboard for?” 

“How’d I know? Nuthin’ in it.” 

“Slim, that would make a fine box for 
coal or wood, wouldn’t it?’ 

“Um. Whar de coal an’ wood?” 

“I’m going out and take observations, 
Slim. Take the wheel while I’m gone, 
and keep your eye peeled for U-boats.” So 
I sneaked out the door, and began look- 
ing around.

But the more food | got, 
the more I wanted. And it was food that brought me 
down, after all. 

Across from us was a barracks in which there were 
English officers, and somehow it seemed to me that 
they must have had a drag. Every once in a while, 
I saw what looked: like vegetables and bags of some- 
thing that was a dead ringer for brown flour. So I 
told Slim, or Kate, as I was calling him by then, and 
with him on guard, I sneaked out.

What 
he really had found was something not so 
unusual—a bonehead German. 

There was a lot of bamboo near the 
Russian barracks, and the Russians made 
baskets out of it and turned them in 
to the Germans.

would watch from the hospital windows 
until he saw the coast was clear, then we 
would slip into the barracks next door, 
and he would watch again.

though, we all had extra rations. 

Two Russian doctors came to visit us each day, and 
once they were foolish enough, or kind enough, to ask 
if we had received our rations—we had received them 
earlier than usual and they were finished at the time. 
Of course, I said no, so they ordered the Russian in 
the kitchen to deliver 28 rations to us, which was not 
quite three loaves of bread. We were that much ahead 
that day, but it would not work when I tried the trick 
again. 

One day a German doctor came to the hospital 
barracks. He would not touch anything while he was 
there—not even open th oor. All of the patients 
had little cards attached to their beds—charts of their 
condition. When the German wanted to see these 
charts, the Russjan doctors had to hold them for him. 

I was having a great time at the hospital, wreck- 
ing the barracks next door each day for wood, along 
with Kate, aad getting a little more food sometimes, 
and was always nice and warm. | thought myself quite 
a pet.

DESPAIR—AND FREEDOM. 


While I was working at the hospital, conditions at 
my old barracks had been getting worse and worse. 
Very few of the men were absolutely right in the head, 
I guess, and almost all had given up hope of ever get- 
ting out alive. Though they put up a good front to 


. the Huns, they really did not care a great deal what 


happened to them. The only thing to think about was 
the minute they were living in. 

The day I came back, two Englishmen, who had sud- 
denly gone mad, commenced to fight each other. !t 
was the most terrible fight I have ever seen. It was 
some time before the rest of us could make them 
quit, because at first, we did not know they were 
crazy. When we had them down, however, they were 
scratched and bitten and pounded from head to foot 
Both of them bled from the nose all that night, and 
toward morning one of them became sane for a few 
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good jobs in the kitchen, and had a fine 
chance to get more to eat. But they were 
treated like dogs-—that is, all except the 
few Cossacks that were in the bunch. The 
Huns knew that a Cossack never forgets, 
and will get revenge for the slightest mis- 
treatment, even if it means his death. I 
have seen sentries turn aside from the beat they were 
walking and get out of the way when they saw a Cos- 
sack coming. There were very few Cossacks there, 
however. I do not think they let themselves get cap- 
tured very often. . 

We had roll call every morning, of course, and were 
always mustered in front of our barracks, the mid- 
dle of the line being right at the barracks door. Some- 
times when the cold got too much for them, the men 
nearest the door would duck into the barracks. As 
they left the ranks the other men would close up and 
this kept the line even, with the center still opposite 
the barracks door. Finally, almost all of the men 
would be in the barracks, and by the time the roll 
was over, not one remained outside. This seemed to 
peeve the German officers a great deal, but they did 
not punish us for it until we had been doing it for 
some time. 

For several days I had noticed that someone else 
answered for two men who had disappeared; at least, 
| had not seen them for some time. I did not think 
much about it, or ask any questions, and I did not hear 
anyone else talk about it, but I was pretty sure the 
two men, a Russian and a Britisher, had escaped. But 
they were marked present at roll call and all account- 
ed for. Everything went along very well, until one 
day when the name “Fontaine’’ got by without being 
answered. Fontaine was a French fireman from the 
Cambrian Range, and that was the first time he had 
not been present. ( » gh.)

I could get by with the Brit- 
ishers, the French, the Belgians and the Russians, 
but the Tureos and Montenegrans were beyond me. 
Some of the Britishers could talk a little French, and 
many of the Russians could. And quite a few of the 
French and Belgians could talk English, and one or 
two knew a little Russian. But no one in the bunch, 
except myself, knew more than one language except his 
own, so our talks were always three or four cornered, 
and the last man to get the news generally had it all 
buwled up by the time it got to him. 

It was while | was in the guardhouse that Mr. 
Gerard, the American Ambassa- 
dor, visited the camp. He came 
to this camp about every six 
months, as a rule. Even in the 
German prison camps, the men 
had somehow got information 
about Mr. Gerard's efforts to im- 
prove the terrible surroundings in 
which the men lived. Some of the 
men at Dulmen had been confined 
in various other camps, and they 
told me that when Mr. Gerar.i vis- 
ited these camps, all that the men 
did for a week or so afterwards 
was to talk about his visit and 
what he had said to them. We 
knew Mr. Gerard had got the Ger- 
mans to make conditions better in 
some of the worst hell-holes in 
Germany, and the men were al- 
ways glad when he came around. 
They felt they had something bet- 
ter to look forward to, and some 
relief from the awful misery.

It must be the training we get, for when a dirty trick 
is pulled off on us, we get very nervous around the 
hands and are not always able to control them. 

So I went for the sentry and walloped him in the 
jaw. Then I received his bayonet through the fleshy 
part of the forearm. Most bayonet wounds that we got 
were in the arm. But those arms were in front of our 
faces at the time. The sentfies did not aim for our 
arms, you can bet on that. A wound of the kind I 
got would be nothing more than a white streak if prop- 
erly attended to, but I received absolutely no atten- 
tion for it, and it was a long time in healing. At that 
1 was lucky; another bayonet stroke just grazed my 
stomach. 

I had been at Dulmen for three weeks when we were 
transferred to Brandenburg, Havel, which is known 
as “The Hell-Hole of Germany” to the prisoners. It 


ole of Germany” 
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we arrived at the camp, we were put into the receiv- 
ing barracks and kept there six days. The condition 
of these barracks was not such that you could describe 
it. The floors were actually nothing but filth. Very 
few of the bunks remained; the rest had been torn 
down, for fuel, I suppose. 

The day we were transferred to the regular prison 
barracks, 400 Russians and Belgians were buried. 


_ Most of them had died from cholera, typhoid and inoc- 


ulations. We heard from the prisoners there before us 
that the Germans had come through the camps with 
word that there was an epidemic of black typhus and 
cholera, and that the only thing for the men to do 
was to take the serum treatment, to avoid catching 


/ these diseases. Most of the 400 men had died from 


the inoculations. They had taken the Germans’ word, 
had been inoculated and had died within nine hours. 
Which shows how foolish it is to believe a German. 
None of us had any doubt but what the serum was pois- 
onous. 

The second day that we were in the regular camp 
the Germans strung barbed wire all around our bar- 
racks. They told us we had a case of black typhus 
among us. This was nothing more nor less than a 
bluff, for not one of us had typhus, but they put up 
the wire, nevertheless, and we were not allowed to 
£0 out. : 

One day when I was loafing around our barracks 
dcor, and not having anything particularly important 
to do, I packed a nice hard snowball and landed it 
neatly behind the ear of a little sentry not far away. 
When he looked around, he did not blow his whistle 
but began hunting for the thrower. This was strange 
in a German sentry, and I thought he must be pretty 
good stuff. When he looked around, however, all he 
saw was a man staggering around as if he were drunk. 
The man was the one who had done the throwing, all 
right, but the sentry could not be sure of it, for surely, 
no man_would stay out in the open and invite acci- 

dents like that. But still, who 
had done it? 


So I just kept staggering 
around, and the sentry came up 
to me and looked me over pretty 
hard. Then I thought for the first 
time that things might go hard 
with me, but I figured if I quit 
play-acting, it would be all over. 
So I staggered right up to the sen- 
try and looked at him drunkenly, 
expecting every moment to get 
one from the bayonet. 


But he was so surprised that 
all he could do was stare. So I 
stared back, pretending that I saw 
two of him, and otherwise acting 
foolish. Then I guess he realized 
for the first time that the chances 
of anybody being drunk in that 
camp were small—at least, for the 
prisoners. He was rubbing his 
ear all the time, but finally the 
thought seeped through the ivory 
and he began to laugh. I laughed, 
too, and the first thing you know 
he had me doing it again—that is, 
the imitation. One snowball was 
enough, I figured. 

I used to talk to him quite often 
after that. We had no particular 
love for each other, but he was 
gamer than the other sentries, 
and he did not call me schwein- 
hund every time he saw me, 80 we 
got on very well together. His 
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_he got up to go, and he said I 
would hear from him im about 
three weeks. Just think what good 
news that was to me. They let me out of the guard- 
house, and I celebrated by doing all the dam- 
age to German sentries that I could do. The 
men in the camps went wild when they learned 
that Ambassador Gerard was there, for they said 
he was the only man in Gerniany they could tell 
their troubles to. The reason was that he was strong 
lor the men, no matter what nationality, and put his 
heart into the work. I am one of those who cannot 
say enough good things about him. Like many others, 
if it had not been for Mr. Gerard, I would be kaput 
by now, 

A few days after this, | was slow again as we were 
marching to the bread house, and the guard at the 
door tripped me. When I fell, I hurt my wounds, 
which made me hot. Now I had decided, on thinking it 
over, that the best thing to do was to be good, since 
I was expecting to be released, and I thought it would 
be tough luck to be killed just before I was to be re- 
leased. But | Bad been im the American navy, and

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certainly is not too strong a name for it, either. 

On the way we changed trains at Osnabruck, and 
from the station platform I saw German soldiers open 
up with machine guns on the women and children who 
were rioting for food. . 

On arriving at Brandenburg we were marched the 
three or four miles northwest to the camp. While we 
were being marched through the streets, a woman 
walked alongside of us for quite a ways, talking to the 
boys in English and asking them about the war. She 
said she did not believe anything the German papers 
printed. She said she was an English woman, from 
Liverpool, and that at the outbreak of the war, not 
being able to get out of Germany, she and her chil- 
dren had been put in prison, and that every day for 
over a week they had put her through the third degree; 
that her children had been separated from her and 
that she did not know where they were. 

She walked along with us for several blocks, until 
a sentry heard her say something not very compli- 
mentary to the Germans, and chased her away. When
